Tho writer, remarla The Limes, again as- 
sutnes the réle of upolugist on China's be- 
half, and offers some plausible explanations 


of the Chinese attitude towards forcizners 
in goneral and the Chinese roiuctance to 
welcona their commerce. His explan- 
ations, however, som less plausible when 
one ranembers that they mixht be applied 
with oqual truth to any country. China 
has dane without foreign goods inthe past; 
therefore, ho argues she naturally desires 
to dowithont them in the futurs. Alse, 
the regulation of tride entails trovble upon 
Chingse otkcials and Chinese officids dislike 
Leing troubled, Lhoy dislike ita much, 
apparently, that it is impossible for them 
to come to any mutual agreorment as to a 
common turiff for foroign gouds, Every 
province in China, says Sir Robert Hart, 
is akingdom in itself, entitled to its own 
separale tariff aud ity own soparito regu- 
lations of traffic. ‘Not only* onght every 
province,’ be rays, ‘to be separately con- 
sutted und separately legislated for, but 
regulutions ought to be adopted of a kind 
which shall accoud with provincial circumst- 
ancvsand requirenents.’ This respect for 
the separate rightd of each province is 
hardly likely ta encourage cr assist inland 
trade. :
